This is the first book in a collection of works I have called “ Albert Paris Missey Compendium ”. In 
1893 he studied to become a doctor and practiced medicine his entire life. However, in 1908 he 
heeded the calling of the ministry and was ordained in the Methodist Episcopal Church South. Ini 908 
he began keeping a journal covering various dates from September 1913 to November 25, 1942. 

He and his family moved from community to community in obedience to his calling serving the people 
of central Missouri overlapping several states during his tenure. In his account of the events of their 
lives, his family suffered many disappointments and hardships, as you will read. 

Being in contact with his parishioners on a day-by-day basis, you will find his journal of current events 
interesting and informative. 

I would like to personally thank and I did JoAnn (SNOWDEN) Missey, wife of Lawrence Joseph 
Missey, son of Albert Paris & Mary Jane (STROUP) Missey, for generously sharing this journal and a 
preponderance of Missey family records. Without her generosity these Missey books would not have 
been possible. 

Posting the journal is of some historic value but I decided to magnify the information and present to 
the researcher a more extensive comprehensive look at the people mentioned in Albert’s Journal. 

This includes the known parishioners he associated and in addition, at the end of his journal is the 
family bible of William Alfred Stroup including both of Alfred’s wives. 

I have scanned the actual original journal entries in Albert’s handwriting and after Albert's original 
entries I have italicized the readable transcription. In each italicized transcription are numbers in 
brackets [ ] indicating each local named individual in Albert's journal has been assigned a [number] in 
brackets. 

After each transcription, my name in bold letters indicating my comments and elucidations are to 
follow. This was done to keep track of the people he mentions. These numerical [ ] brackets 
correspond to the same numbered individual in his previous entries. As always, birth surnames for 
females are in caps, (BOLD) and in parenthesis. 

Some basic research, which I have been able to compile over the last 40 years, is included in these 
numerical reports. Though only the basic information is included here, extensive details about each 
individual’s family can be obtained from the author, Floyd Thomas Pratt at floydpratt59@qmail.com or 
floydpratt59@vaqoo.com or by writing to the address is below.

When we left Red Bird the 
church there was a fire for God but we found the Bourbon church as dead as Pompeii there is no sign 
of spiritual life. The people here feed upon sensationalism they are worldly minded backsliding. There 
are some that never attend church or prayer meeting only when they think it policy to do so. I have 
never saw anything just like this. Kenton H. Bird and Howard Callis held two meeting here in one year 
1913-14 there were 35 or 40 professions and reclamations, but the church was not edified. Some of 
the converts? were dancing in less than a year. The Evangelist is always ready to blame the Pastor 
because they do not hold out; the trouble is they have never been saved. I hope however there are 
brighter suns ahead for Bourbon.

One of the most important features of the election was that of woman suffrage 
which carried by a large majority here. A nice little fight was witnessed as a result of too much booze. 

When a preacher 
appeared on the street and read from the sacred pages while the preacher voice was hardly audible 
on account the confusion of the voices of the people talking and arguing something they knew 
nothing about. My father [1] C. F. Missey is with us at this time. The returns of the election by 9pm 
show considerable gains for the Republicans the only Democrat elected in the county were the 
Prosecuting Attorney and one Justice of the Peace as far as I know.

The week has passed unusually quiet. The election temperature has about subsided to normal. And 
business has about resumed its normal attitude. The thing of the most vital interest and the thing that 
concerns me most is the spiritual condition of the church at this place. There is not a live member in 
the church and yet I feel more determined to night than ever to press the battle for God. I have been 
greatly burdened today in prayer and tomorrow the Lord willing I will preach from the text I Cor. 12:31 
(I am sleepy and must retire for tonight.) Missey 
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Bourbon , Mo. November 26, 1914 

Thanks giving day passed off unusually quiet. A thanksgiving was held at the Methodist Church at 
8pm. The Rev. J. P. Hill of St. James, Mo occupied the pulpit and preached an excellent sermon from 
the text Psalms 103:1,2,3. The congregation was small owing to the fact that the devil made his usual 
visit to town. And a dance at Rhorer Hall was the result. I must not fail to mentioned that the church 
was fairly represented at the dance, an another item of interest I must not fail to note, was; that his 
Satanic majesty inspired the ladies aid to give a surprise party in town for the benefit of those that for 
policy sake would not attend the dance, and at the same time did not feel disposed to attend church. 

It is any wonder that the spiritual temperature of the church is low. Who is to blame for this, if not the 
Devil? O' God give us grace and wisdom to deal prudently with such problems from time to time. A. P.

Bro. Allen Carter brought me home. I found family all well. My sister [6] Mrs. Laura Pratt paid us a 
visit to day. One would be surprised to note the change that has taken place in the Rock Community 
in the last 30 years in a religious way. Nearly all of the old settlers have died and gone. And the 
spiritual death is due largely to that fact, and it can be attributed to the fact that Russel ism, 
Mormonism, and Catholicism, and the Devil is responsible for it all.

Personal Observation 



One can sense the frustration in Reverend Missey’s tone in the above entry. No matter how you try to 
set a good example for others to follow, some will not heed the call regardless of what you try to do. 

In the rural community, there was a fierce competition for souls and ALL the various denominations 
fought over the local citizenry. I read years ago when I was perusing the local newspapers, the 
completion was so fierce not only did they resign themselves to name-calling but also they even 
committed vandalism and property damage and I read where one congregation had burned down the 
church of another congregation. 

Its not strange Reverend Missey mentioned Mormonism in his entry, since The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Days Saints was heavily represented in the Crawford, Washington and Franklin 
Counties of Missouri around the time of his entry. 

Now that Rev. Missey has crossed the veil, when I finally leave this Earthly plain, if he has not yet met 
the Prophet Joseph Smith, I will be glad to introduce him. But, I feel Rev. Missey has already met the 
saints since he was a man of God while he tarried on this Earth and hearing the Plan of Salvation in 
it’s entirety would be like coming home for him.

This is the second Christmas that we have spent during our Pastorate here in the little town of 
Bourbon. There were no services that I know of at any of the churches except at the Lutheran 
Church. Every thing was unusually quiet over the entire town, as Bourbon has no saloons. My Father 
and my sister and her family were with us today and we spent a very pleasant Christmas together. My 
nephew [7] Lloyd Missey from Jefferson County was with us also.

The new year of 1915 dawned moderately fair. Temperatures at present stands at 321/2. The year of 
nineteen hundred and fourteen closed one of the most eventful years in the history of the world. The 
European war is conceded to be one of the bloodiest conflicts that ever stained the annals of history. 
And still goes on with increasing fury. Just what the outcome is going to be is hard to tell. We had an 
interesting service last night at the M. E. Church. I preached from Joshua 3:4,5. Mr. Howard our 
telephone man recited a splendid piece from "Prentice! The Closing Years . " [8] Mrs. Amelia 
Koppelman read a splendid article on thankfulness. [9] Miss Lillian Koppelman performed at the 
organ and rendered excellent music. The congregational singing was unusually good. In the evening 
we were surprised to receive a visit from our cousins, [10] Mr. Nathaniel Walker and [11] Frank 
Pearman and wife. "Come let us a new, our January persue, roll round with the years, roll round with 
the years, and never stand still till the Master appears.

Church in Bourbon, Missouri. 

Henry H. & Amelia L. (WILMESHERR) Kapplemann and Frederick K. & Caroline W. (TOELKE) 
Wilmersherr are buried in New Bourbon Cemetery, Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri. 

[9] Lillian A. (1898-1919) (KAPPLEMANN) is another daughter of Henry H. & Amelia L. 
(WILMESHERR) Kapplemann see number [8], 

Lillian married B. A. (??) Meyer according to her headstone. Could not identify B. A. Meyer.

But, quite a number from the country came to town regardless of the mud and 
inclement weather. Brother [12] Ed Missey went to Owensville, Mo. to day to look out a location for a 
Barbershop. We are planning and praying for a revival here at the Methodist Church to begin next 
Sunday the 7th. Rev. B. L. Patterson of Henderson, KY will assist in the meeting, the Baptist are all 
ready holding for it Rev. G. J. Northcutt, doing the preaching. If ever there was a place that needed a 
genuine Holy Ghost revival it is Bourbon. "Lord wilt thou not revive us again." Yours in Christ, A. P.

Mary A. (GRAVATT) West is a daughter of Robert (1794-after1870) & Susanna (1793-1892) (WEST)

I saw that I could not mix medicine and religion 
together one or the other had to be given up. The Devil used my friends to try to persuade me to 
continue the practice of medicine and finish my graduating course in college. But I knew too well that 
my old associations would prove conducive to my best spiritual interest and I was having a struggle to 
break away from my old habits. I was living an up and down life several times falling completely back 
to sin. This state of affairs continued for about 3 years until I was led into the state of sanctification in 
the year of 1907. 
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Here the struggle with liquor and the tobacco habit ceased and my ministry was a marked success. 
To the Father, Son and the Holy Ghost be all the praise both now and for ever. Amen.

But there are a few faithful souls that still love God's 
cause and we are praying that will again visit us with a gracious revival of religion over the entire 
world. Thanks giving day was passed quietly without even having a Thanksgiving service this I mostly 
blame my self for, my father C. F. Missey from Prosperity, Mo. was with us on this occasion. And at 
this writing is still with us. Everything is unusually dull and quiet, but we are praising God for good 
health and fine weather. Mary has dinner ready and must close. 12am A. P. Missey 
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Christmas at Red Bird, MO. Evening December 25th, 1915 

The day has passed off unusually quiet, but was pleasant, the children were very happy with their 
dolls, toys and candy; we were all in splendid health and did ample justice to a fat goose for dinner 
presented to us by Bro. [41] Clin Sewell and Bro. [42] Chas. Gibson. And many other good things 
were presented to us in a friend party by the good people of Red Bird. Methodists, Campbellites, and 
Baptists. The day presented the appearance of a real Christmas on account of a heavy snow that had 
fallen all day yesterday and through the night, but the day has been warm and pleasant. Sister [43] 
Arvey Farris came in for a few minutes in the morning and Bro. [44] T. S. Brown came in the evening 
and presented us with a beautiful scripture text calendar.

The month closed with rain freezing on the timber doing great damage to timbers and orchards. This 
is ground hog day and the sun has been shining brightly most all of the day. So he has had no trouble 
about seeing his shadow. The weather is still very cold and the heavy coat of ice still hangs on the 
timber. While the indications for fair weather are very favorable to night. We are all enjoying splendid 
health to night for which we praise our Heavenly Father. 7-30pm A. P. Missey 
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Red Bird, Mo. May 16-1916 

My Father [46] C. F. Missey whose biography will be found on page 1 of this ledger departed this life 
April 26th 1916 at the home of his son [47] Ed. F. Missey, Bourbon, Mo. All the family were present at 
his death, but two. [48] Lee and [49] Ambrose. The following is his obituary written by me after 
coming to Red Bird. A. P. Missey Pastor M. E. Church South, Red Bird, Mo. 

The subject of this sketch, [46] Columbus F. Missey, was born at Richwoods, Washington County, 
Mo., July 7, 1844, and departed this life at Bourbon, Mo., April 26, 1916, at the age 71 years 9 
months and 19 days. He was married to [47] Synthia N. Talbot, in Washington County Mo., August 
19, 1866. To this union were born nine children, eight of whom survive, one dying in infancy.

Funeral services were conducted by Rev. [56] M. A. Clayton at the Harrison Cemetery, after which 
his body was laid to rest and to wait his appointed time when the dead in Christ shall rise first, than 
we which remain shall be changed in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye shall be caught up and 
ever be with the Lord. 

So we can well say, "Blessed are the dead that die in the Lord, Jesus while our hearts are bleeding 
O'er the spoils that death has won, We would at this time solemn meeting Calmly say, "Thy will be 
done. " "By Thy hands the boon was given, Thou has taken but Thine own, Lord of earth and God of 
Heaven, Evermore "Thy will be done."

This is the first time in ten 
years that we have been without a pastorate. But still we are preaching when we have an opportunity 
and working at what ever we can find to do at very small wages. Truly these are "perilous times" and I 
believe we are living in the last days. The new year of 1917 has been one of the longest days I ever 
experienced for the 1st of January. We all spent the day with [57] Thomas Farris Jr. and helped him 
to kill hogs to day. How thankful we are to night that we have health for which we praise the good 
Lord. At this writing the Lord has blessed us with five precious children. We are starting in with new 
resolutions and a greater determination to walk closer with God this year than ever before. When we 
note the great falling away in the church and a moving indifference among the people about spiritual 
things we think it is high time to awake. "Lord wilt Thou not revive us again?" How can the church be 
satisfied with such a low standard of laity even among its pastors, but such is the conditions. Of that 
God would visit his people with a mighty out pouring of his spirit until every dancing, card playing, 
pool playing church members and every backslidden preacher in the country would awake and come 
to God.

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Birch Tree , Mo., November 28, 1918 

After our appointment to the Birch Tree and Eminence circuit, we was late arriving on the work 
arriving here the 6th of November after along and wearisome journey of 300 miles on our arriving in 
Birch Tree we was taken into the home of [58] Rev. Paschall one of superannuated preachers. The 
next morning I awoke with a burning fever. (Spanish Influenza) which was prevailing very extensively 
in the United States. Many people dying as a result of Pneumonia. Here our entire family fell a victim 
to this dreaded disease. Also, Bro. Paschall's family was prostrated at the same time. Here we stayed 
for 2 weeks when on the 1 7th we moved into the parsonage, wife being very weak only being out of 
bed but a few days. Since then the Lord has wonderfully blessed us all having fully returned to health. 

We was made sad on Thanksgiving day to receive the sad news of the death of my dear brother [59] 
Frank Missey whom we had left in good health on the 5th of November. My brother dying November 
22, 1918, thus broke the first link in the chain of a large family of eight children - correction this was 
the second link in the family of 9 children one dying in infancy. 




After spending 2 years on the Birch Tree Circuit we were removed to Centralia, Okla. We made many 
friends while at Birch Tree, Mo. Some have crossed over, since our coming to Birch Tree, we met 
with a great deal of friendly opposition while at Birch Tree, this came from the church their names I 
will not mention. While here I was compelled to take up the practice of medicine. Partly in the interest 
of humanity and partly as a means of support during the winter of 1920 the worst epidemic of flu 
broke out that the country had experienced up to this time. 
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Many people died as a result of the flu and it's complications- pneumonia. I hope the country will 
never experience another such a scourge. We pray God's blessing upon the people of Birch Tree. A.

Centralia, Okla. January the 10th 1921 

We arrived in Okla. at Vinita Nov. 9-1920 and come out to Centralia that evening paying a man 
$12.00 to bring us out in a car. We saw the hardest looking place when we arrived that mortal eye 
ever looked upon. Since then we have become more reconciled and better satisfied. Centralia was 
once a prosperous town of 1000 inhabitants, to day you could scarcely find 500. The church is 
spiritually dead. And I am expecting to accomplish some good here, yet it is all with the Lord. 
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Central ia, Okla. November 10, 1921 

We have just closed a splendid year on the Centralia Circuit. We have held some good meetings, 
especially at Tympson Chapel. A number of people were saved and the church was greatly 
strengthened and built up. I have found some loyal people among the Cherokees while holding my 
meeting there. Two young men gave their lives to the ministry namely Bro. Dwight Hunt and Bro. 
Cicero Hilderbrand, a full blood Cherokee. This has been a source of new pleasure to me to have 
them recommended for licenses to preach at my 4 th conference at Tympson Chapel, a place with 
people I have learned to love. 
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The Annual Conference will convene today Tulsa, Okla. Bro. Martin and I will start tonight for our 
place at the conference. I will write later when I return from the conference. A. P. Missey, Pastor. 
After Conference some conditions arose that made it impossible for us to stay another year in Okla. 
We left Okla. in the spring of 1922 and came back to Missouri. 







Centra I i a, Okla. December 25th 1921 

Christmas day in Centralia, Okla., in some respect I believe this is the dullest Christmas that I have 
ever experienced. Only for the fact that the Lord is with us it would be a dull day in deed. We have 
been bountifully supplied by friends with plenty to eat to day. This is our second Christmas here in 
Okla. and if the Lord is willing I want it to be the last. There are five families in this town that like 
Alexander the copper smith, have "greatly with stood us . " For the benefit of the reader I will mention 
Montgomerys, Hartleys, Grimes, J. M. Whites and W. H. Reynolds, rather his wife. He himself is not a 
Christain but here for has stood by us. I am praying God to give us a great victory here this year.

Nine year-old Sylvia was the last of the six victims to die from injuries sustained as a result of the 
horrible fire that gutted the Germantown Community Centre, Haines and Morton Streets, in 
Germantown's Little Italy section. 

Sylvia, and five other girls, were trapped on a third-floor metal balcony, which was enclosed by wire 
mesh. The mesh, incidentally, was there to prevent the children from falling into the street below. 
They screamed for helped and firefighters desperately tried to reach the girls. By the time they did, 
the damage had already been done. All the girls were unconscious, victims of smoke inhalation and 
suffering from burns over more than half their little bodies. 

One victim, Frances Pifani, died before reaching Germantown Hospital. The other victims died over 
the course of the next two days.

We have not been in charge of any church this year. Red Bird church is as dead as Pompeii; the old 
church and parsonage are fast going into decay. The people that were here 24 years ago when I first 
was assigned to this charge and was the financial and spiritual life of the church have died and gone 
to their reward, those that remain have died a spiritual death which is far worse then physical death. 
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My what a change from what it was 24 years. It is like walking through the tombs of some ancient 
cemetery where the dark night of ages have settled down with melancholy and spectral silence of 
forgotten ages. I can predict nothing in the way of a revival for the Methodist at Red Bird. We are 
planning to leave here in about 3 months, which will be final. 

My children are most all married and gone [104] Charley the oldest one at home is 18 past and at 
present is in the CCC Co. 3731 at Fulton. Mo. We have only 4 at home. [105] Martha is married and 
lives at Bourbon. Mo. 
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[106] Laura is married and lives at Mineral Point. Mo. [107] Mae is married and resides on a farm not 
far from Bourbon, Mo.

Formed in March 1933, the Civilian Conservation Corps, CCC, was one of the first New Deal 
programs. It was a public works project intended to promote environmental conservation and to build 
good citizens through vigorous, disciplined outdoor labor. 

Close to the heart of President Franklin D. Roosevelt, the CCC combined his interests in conservation 
and universal service for youth. He believed that this civilian “tree army” would relieve the rural 
unemployed and keep youth “off the city street corners.” 

The CCC operated under the army’s control. Camp commanders had disciplinary powers and 
corpsmen were required to address superiors as “sir.” 

By September 1935 over 500,000 young men had lived in CCC camps, most staying from six months 
to a year. The work focused on soil conservation and reforestation. Most important, the men planted 
millions of trees on land made barren from fires, natural erosion, or lumbering — in fact, the CCC was 
responsible for over half the reforestation, public and private, done in the nation’s history. 

Corpsmen also dug canals and ditches, built over thirty thousand wildlife shelters, stocked rivers and 
lakes with nearly a billion fish, restored historic battlefields, and cleared beaches and campgrounds. 

In less than 10 years, the Civilian Conservation Corps built more than 800 parks and planted nearly 3 
billion trees nationwide. 

Although professing a nondiscriminatory policy, the CCC failed to give a fair share of work to blacks, 
especially in the South where local selection agents held sway. But in spite of rigid segregation and 
hiring quotas, black participation reached 10 percent by 1936. 

In all, nearly 3 million young men participated in the CCC The army’s experience in managing such 
large numbers and the paramilitary discipline learned by corpsmen provided unexpected preparation 
for the massive call-up of civilians in World War II.

Prior to his conversion, he was a man of the material world and as a man of the world, he indulged in 
worldly pleasures, which carry consequences, and he even admits, those consequences were a 
heavy burden to bear. 

He also describes the classic struggle between good and evil, unchecked passions against 
temperance, self control in conflict with indulgences for the possession of his eternal soul. 

Struggling with the vices of this world he claimed victory and sought to help others, who also, were 
struggling. This is a sign of genuine repentance... when you desire to help others overcome the ways 
of the world. 

He magnified his calling to his church and fellow man moving his family from place to place in pursuit 
of spreading the gospel of Jesus Christ by teaching others the way to conquer their passions and 
master the control of their physical bodies. His family suffered, not for lack of the necessities of life... I 
am sure there were shortcomings, but suffered through sacrifice, economic and lack of social and 
physical luxuries. 

Sacrifices are required by the Lord for such a divine ministry. Had Albert denied his calling and stayed 
and lived in Old Mines or Bourbon, he would have prospered and been established with a business 
and property as a respected physician. He could have continued his medical training and pursued his 
medical career instead of the ministry; he would have enjoyed a wealthy and prosperous life. 

However, being a man of the highest caliber, he could not deny the burning in his bosom to serve 
Heavenly Father and by serving his fellow man he served his Heavenly Father. He knew the 
pleasures of this life are not needed when the Lord calls you to "feed" his sheep. The Lord requires 
you go where he wants you to go and he will provide. This obedience, Albert and his family did with 
undying dedication and love and many have benefited from the blessings of such sacrifice. 

He was a good preacher, not only morally good, but he was successful in his work. As you have read 
in his journal, each time he was assigned to minister to a circuit, the people in that region were in 
poor spiritual health. Through his guidance, fellowship and love, he increased their spirituality and 
brought them closer to their Heavenly Father. When he left that region, the congregation was on a 
high spiritual plane and when he would return, sometimes a few years later, he found the spirituality 
had declined in his absence. 

Since he was a good spiritual teacher, and a good example, our Heavenly Father must have blessed 
him, and if he was blessed then he found favor with our Heavenly Father and all who came in contact 
with Albert and his family was blessed. 
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He helped people build families by marrying hundreds of people throughout the Maries, Gasconade, 
Phelps, Crawford, Washington and Jefferson Counties of Missouri. He brought much joy into the lives 
of his congregations and set a good example for them as their preacher, father, husband and son. 

He loved his family, and actively participated in their lives. As you read his journal, pay particular 
attention to his closing remarks. He gave his family a father's blessing before he died as did our great 
progenitor.. .Father Adam did at Adam-ondi-Ahman.

At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This two-year calling gave 
Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount of experience helping others to research their 
families. 

In fact, he felt family research came easy and required little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he made it look easy to others. Over the course of 
several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct several family history courses. This 
experience established a deep profound love for family and ancestors. It was not uncommon for Mr. 
Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and compiling family histories in addition to his duties, 
as an entrepreneur in the insurance business. 

The first major achievement for Mr. Pratt was a breakthrough on his Pratt family back to the early 
1800’s. Due to confusion with Pratt ancestors and not satisfied with just the direct line research, Mr. 
Pratt branched out to research all connected lines and allied families. 

This dedication led to 50,000 individuals in his database and has achieved expert status for Mr. 
Pratt on the families of middle and eastern Missouri, eastern and western Tennessee and central 
North Carolina. 




Concerning Mr. Pratt’s style of research, he is a strong supporter of the “hands on” approach. 
When he took family vacations, they usually went to libraries, cemeteries, courthouses, National 
Archive centers, and visited family members in various states.

In 1996, Mr. Pratt created the (lEtiKtlogtcal (Snatitute to further the education of serious 
researchers.

Mr. Pratt’s ability in family history research has amazed many experienced researchers. When Mr. 
Pratt is asked for help concerning their “brick wall” in their family research, his quick wit and logical 
mind rapid fires instructions and procedures so fast they cannot write the material quickly enough.

What makes this book unique is based on several factors. First, it is the only book to report on 
each inhabitant, their birth and activities throughout their life until their death, including their 
ancestors, spouses and children. Second, this book contains a unique index, listing the individual and 
their father’s name if known. This is extremely helpful when several individuals have the same given 
name. 

Upon examination, professional researchers have hailed this body of work as a masterpiece and a 
standard in which all future research should be based. No one has ever produced a body of work as 
unique and professional as this publication. 

As the years moved on, Mr. Pratt became concerned about his 40 years of hard research work of 
various family histories.

This accumulation was a direct result from a commandment I received when I first joined The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints back in 1975. 

As I was growing up in my youth, I became very familiar with my stepmother’s family, including her siblings, 
cousins, aunts and uncles and nephews, nieces and parents and grandparents. 

My father and birthmother divorced when I was 1 year old, so I had lost contact through the years with my 
birthmother and did not know anything about her side of the family. 

Knowing the difficulty the Lord has commanded the Latter Day Saints in pursuit of their ancestors for the all 
important and necessary temple ordinances, recently revealed to mankind, I wanted to research my father’s 
ancestors and my stepmothers ancestors since I knew them and was familiar with them personally and did 
not know anything about my birth mother’s line. 

So, it seemed wisdom to write to the General Authorities of our church and seek permission to research 
these two lines of my ancestors. In other words, I wanted permission to adopt myself into my stepmother’s 
ancestry. 

When I received their letter sometime in 1976, I eagerly wanted permission to pursue my stepmother’s line. 

As I opened the letter from the first presidency of the Church, they congratulated me on my interest in 
pursuing my family history and further stated, the Lord has given me a great opportunity and 
responsibility... they stated I “ Get To ” research my father’s line, my stepmother’s line AND my birth mother’s 
line. 

This response to my request came as a shock to me, but nevertheless, I accepted the Lord’s decision and 
for the last 40 years I have pursued all three lines thereby, increasing my tree to. . .as of this date 53,000 
souls. 

Also, I ran into a problem when researching my Pratt family line. I could not make any connections to 
anybody after my 3 rd Great Grandfather; Henry Pratt. This lack of information on him and his siblings forced 
me to research all the known Pratts in Tennessee, North Carolina, Maryland and surrounding states trying to 
locate his parentage. 
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As some of you already know, this quest has produced a multitude of books concerning my quest for 
answers, no less as great as Alex Haley’s quest, which produced the mini-series, “Roots”. It appears we 
both were motivated at about the same time in the mid 1970’s. 

With this influx of related, non-related and various families, associations began to grow in my database. With 
so much information accumulated over the years, I decided my research was beyond what the normal family 
history researchers would pursue. 

While in my early tenure as a volunteer in the Family History Center of our church, I was instructed in the 
proper techniques and procedures concerning researching, validating, confirming and verifying our 
ancestor’s history always with an eye focused on qualifying them for their temple ordinances. 

This training focused on details and documented proof so we could complete their ordinances they so 
eagerly are waiting. 

This blessing from the Lord for a keen eye to detail has allowed me to assist and render help where help has 
been requested. We have a song we sing in our church, which states, “Where much has been given, much 
is required.” Luke 12:48 

I have been truly blessed in family history research, in fact when I was listening to the missionary lessons 
before I joined this church, when the missionaries began to explain the purpose of the temples, the Lord 
witnessed to me personally through the Holy Ghost and I KNEW this was true and Holy work and after 
baptism have been assisting those in pursuit of their ancestors... members and non-members alike. 

So, my reader, if you see a name on the above list and you checked the Pratt Progenitor Papers list in Open 
Library and the book you are interested in has not been posted, email me and let me know and I will begin 
work on finalizing the book for you.
